The sturdy defiance of Moscow 
by Yugoslavia'’s tough dictator, 
Marshal Tito, is echoing sensa- 
tionally in another important 


Russian satellite state, and that 
none other than Poland—one of 
the pillars of the Bolshevist clan, 

The Polish Communist party, 
with a membership of 1,090,000, is 
split so wide open that the Red 
grip on the country is threatened, 
As high as 50 per cent of the 
membership is in open revolt, 
The dissidents are fiercely op- 
posed in general to toeing the 
party line as laid down by the 
Communist information bureau, 
and specifically to the Socializa- 
tion of production in Polish 
peasant villages 

The rebels stand for national- 
ism, as opposed to the interna- 
tionalism demanded by the to- 
talitarian dictatorship of Moscow. 
That also is the basis of the row 
between Tito and the Soviet 
Union, Poland and Yugoslavia, 
whose fierce love of independ 
ence has been written in their 
blood time and again through the 
generations, want an individual 
and sovereign existence, although 
they haven't asked for a sever 
ance of the tie with Russia 

Lest there be any doubt about 
the relationship between the 
Yugoslav and Polish defiances of 


the master, it can be recorder: 
that a Communist party resolu- 
tion presented at an emergency 
meeting in Warsaw yesterday 
blamed the “Yugaglayv incident” 
for causing dissension among the 
Polish Reds, 

In conjunction with the emerg- 
ency conference, a pubiic com- 
munique was issued by the ex- 
ecutive committee, notifying the 
public that there must be “full 
liquidation” of all members who 
refuse to follow the Marxist-Len- 


inist line as handed down by 
Moscow, 

This grim situation gives rise 
to pertinent questions: Will the 
liberty-loving Poles stand for 


such oppression? What will be 
the effect of the Polish and Yugo- 
slav disaffections on other in- 
tensely nationalistic people like 
the discontented Czechaslovaki- 
ans? How will it strike those 
countries of Western Europe 
which are the object of 
munist aggression?

Hats Off to Buddy Loftus 


The hat is off to Buddy Loftus, youngest shotmaker 
ever to put the arm on the Alberta Open golf champion- 
ship in the 15-year history of the 72-hole event. 

True, there was no Stan Leonard in the 65-man field 
which the 18-year-old blond subdued, Nevertheless any 
field that includes Henry Martell, Walt McElroy, Ben Colk, 
(McElroy’s brother-in-law), provincial amateur champion 
Duane Barr, Edmonton city titlist Vern Mohs and more, 
is no part of a soft touch. 

It seems that Bert Gee, veteran professional at the 
Municipal club, may have had much to do with the Loftus 
week-end dramatics over, Calgary Golf and Country club. 

Several weeks ago the 18-year-old star decided 
to take a lesson from long-time tutor Gee. Despite 
having spent several months on the Pacific coast last 
winter, practising and consulting with the pros out 
that way, Loftus found that his game had deteri- 
orated. 

He had been anything but a ball-of-fire in the City 
amateur. He had lost his Alberta junior title to Jim 
Harper of the Highlands. In Willingdon cup play at Hamil- 
ton in July Loftus had failed to cut much ice. 

“There’s something wrong,” he reasoned correctly.

One of Those ‘Naturals’ 


Bert Gee wasn’t long in deciding what was wrong. 
“The trouble with you,” he chided Loftus, ‘‘is that you have 
been listening to too much advice about your swing, 

“Forget what all those well-meaning people have been 
telling you. Just be yourself, play your own game, swing 
that club the way you used to. 

“You're a natural,” he summed it up for the confused 
youngster. 

Loftus seemingly took the astute Gee's advice. A 
few days later he won medal honors at the annual 
Municipal tournament. In match play he persevered 
to the final round where he all but annihilated Danny 
Podersky, a fine, experienced player, Margin was a 
healthy 12 and 11. Among other things he tossed a 
seven-under-par 65 at Podersky in the morning round 
of their scheduled 36-hole test. 

It should be mentioned that the qualifying round of 
the annual Highlands club tourney was held the same day 
as that of Municipal. Loftus made some kind of history 
by also shooting the low score at the Ada boulevard 
course. However the draw committee at the Highlands 
figured the slim young man might hold up match play if 
he attempted to persist in both tourneys, 

They promptly defaulted him.

Few there were who figured Loftus had what it took 

to win the Alberta Open for a few years yet. However he 

roved at Calgary that his recent fine form while grab- 
ing off the Muny crown was no flash inthe pan, 

Loftus has his heart set on becoming a professional. 
Certainly his triumph in the southern Alberta city over 
Henry Martell, the money-wise Colk and other golfing 
blue bloods will but strengthen his determination to one 
day make the grade as a play-for-pay operator, 

It’s understood that Calgary golf fans stayed away 
from the 1948 provincial open in droves, The total gate 
was under $70, principally because Stan Leonard, ace box- 
office magnet of other years, was not in attendance. 

There's little doubt but what the Alberta Golf Asso- 
ciation—if it is to continue to pay out $1,500 and more 
in prize money at the annual Alberta Open—will, in future, 
have to make certain of the presence in the lists of a num- 
ber of ‘name’ players. 

Otherwise it will be increasingly difficult to keep 
the boodle up there where it has been this year and 
last when, for the first time, the Alberta Open became 
the richest provincial event across Canada, 

But no matter, The latest tourney produced a worthy 
titlist in Loftus. Four years ago—at the tender age of 14 
years—he won his first champiqnship at the Prince Rupert 
Club. 

A brilliant future was predicted for him off this suc- 
cess against older players, And there's nothing in the lat- 
est developments to warrant revising the prediction.
